It is not to be ex- 
cused for tack of thoroughness, 
or accuracy within its control. 

The little,. annoying mistakes 
found in name spelling, improper 
dates etc., have been checked time 
and time again only to be found 
that the person bringing in the 
news themselves made an error. 

When visitors are here a few 
days from Detroit and the hosts — 
bring in an item about it, spell- 
ing the names wrong and giving 
the wrong address, there is lit- 
tle the newspaper can do about 
it.

And we are best at tearing our 
hair when someone comes in to 
say: “Don’t call him John. That’s 
his real name but everyone knows 
him as “Bub”. If you call him 
John no one will know who you 
are talking about.” Every news- 
paperman in the country has 
fought this incorrect name busi- 
ness.

It is almost automatic in the 

newspaper business for the fa- 


. mily or friends of a person in a 


“scrape” to say. “Don’t print 
a thing about it, just let it go.” 


To which we answer: If a per- 
son gets into serious trouble and 
the newspaper has been given no 
authority to print the truth, vic- 


jous rumors crop up and spread. 


fire-like. The rumors grow and 
the whispered story is all out of 
proportion and serious harm is of- 
ten done to an otherwise emmllaly: 
innocent person. , 


It is much better to have a 
truthfully printed: story quot- 
ing authorities than to let whis- 
pered rumors ruin a man or wo- 
man’s life in a community. All 
newspapermen are faced with 
this problem.

Firemen Improve Service 


With New Fighting Methods 


Therc is‘no time like Fire Prevention Week to give 
a pat on the back to the East Jordan Volunteer Fire 


Department. 


One of the most efficient fire departments in the 
north, the local firemen serve without regular salary 
and offer a means of protection sometimes over-look- 


ed. 


The firemen are ‘often ealled on 
emergencies other than fires. It 
is a quick way to assemble men 
when they are needed and the 
department never, fails to res- 
pond when the need is urgent. 

Holding regular meetings, 
the. department members re- 
pair and clean the equipmnt, 
clean up the fire hall, discuss 
methods of fire prevention, stu- 
dy safety rules sort over the 
latest methods of fire fighting 
and control and attend fire and 
safety schools. 

Sherman Thomas is fire chief 
with Tom Breakey as assistant. 
Roy Gokee is captain of the de- 
partment. The organization has 
two treasurers. Marion Jackson 
is social treasurer and Hugh Gid- 
ley is financial treasurer. Joe 
Nemecek is secretary of the group 
keeping all records and accounts 
as well as acting as a fireman. 

Gidley, although not an ac- 
tive fireman, handles the de-- 
partment’s payroll, The men 
are paid only for the time they 
are on duty at a fire, but are 
not paid for emergency runs. 

The department’s' 12 firemen 
are: Sherman Thomas, Merle 
Thompson, Gus Anderson, Leo 
Sommerville, Ole Hegerberg, Tom 
Breakey, Roy Gokee, Marion 
Jackson, Joe Nemecek, Louis Pet- 
son, Ed Kamradt and Gib Stur- 
gell. 

Seldom is there a fire out of 
town but what Conservation 
Officer Julius O’Brien is on 
the spot with Ew ow ey radio as- 
sistance, 

O’Brien told the’ News-Herald 
that up to August of this year 
Charlevoix county had 5 open 
fires -outside the communities 


which destroyed less than 10 ac- 
res of land. Antrim county for 
the same period had 10 fires 
which destroyed 103 acres of 
land, : 

The East Jordan fire dep- 
artment reported this week that 
its members are well pleased 
with the action of the general 
public during fires. The fire- 
men have had little interfer- 
ence by autos in the path of 
the fire truck or curiousity 
seekers who might hamper 
work of firemen fighting a 
blaze. 

East Jordan in the past has had 
several highly expensive fires. 
But with the constant improve- 
ment of the department’s effi- 
ciency and the cooperation of the 
general public, the number of se- 
rious fires are _ growing less each 
year. 

But during this fire prevention 
week the department warns all re- 
sidents that a person can never be 
sure that he is completely im- 
mune from fire. Constant safe-

To the cattle feeder, getting the kind of cattle 
which fit the feed supply, feeding program, and pro- 
posed time of marketing will be especially important. 
this feeding season. Feeding heavier weights of cat- 
tle shows greatest promise for profits, because it will 
be cheaper to buy the weight than to put it on. Feeder: 
prices will most likely remain stable for the remain- 
der of the year. There appears to be no reason to post- 
pone buying for the person with intentions to buy this 
fall. a

It will be good business to maintain a source of 
cash or credit where money can be obtained quickly 
if necessary. With a continued ‘squeeze on profits 
more liquidation sales will be held where unusual 
bargains may be found. In addition, such reserves 

~ may be very important in the event of unexpected los- 
ses of livestock, destruction of crops of family illness. 

Watch the harvest price of ‘corn. If it is as much as 
25 to 30:cents below the loan rate of $1.61-$1.64 a 
bushel in Michigan, it will be wise to buy enough to 
-earry you through the year. In fact, corn at harvest 
time could be cheap enough so that it will pay to buy 
corn and seal your own, if you have facilities to take 
advantage of the government support-price. .
